Japanese people have so 'understood situation, ana "responsible 
US officials have on many occasions expressed this view. Even 
if Japan » s defense effort do ei not come up to US. expectations, ■< 
issue must be decided in light other factors, including anti- 
rearmament sentiments Japanese people; limitations Japanese 
economic strength, and "changed world conditions." YOMIURI 
speculates statement may have been intended as "shock treatment,

On s ta tus. Okinawa, YOMIURI reminds US that Japan retains nesi* 
full sovereignty, and that peace treaty . certainly did not mean 
annexation islands by US. Paper has never believed that US 
intended detain Okinawa permanently from Japan; however. Price 
Committees recommendations suggest plans to do just that by 
confronting Japan with "accomplished fact". As means coping 
with situation YOMIURI, while asking that government take up 
matter urgently with US, places main ores* on "good sense" of 
US to achieve vise solution. YOMIURI recognizes that while 
international tensions continue problem must be viewed in light 
defense of free world, also US treaty rights. HoweVei?, at time 
when pressure increasing for modification excessively military 
aspects NATO and SEATO, Japan cannot be regarded as exception to 
general trend. 

Only significant variation from common editorial line was that 
followed by Y0MI0RI*s english-language affiliate JAPAN NEWS, 
which took "realistic" approach, sternly advised Japanese to 
abandon hopes for reacquisition former territories. News editorial 
(which may well not have been cleared with mother paper) reads 
in part as follows: "US, which has no intention giving Okinawa 

back to Japan, can hardly press for Russian withdrawal from Southern 
Kuriles, For their part, Russians will certainly make no 
territorial -concessions as- long as -America is - using Okinawa as
